WashiOfton, Sept, 12 —Joseph C. 
S. Blaokbom, former senator from 
Kentodiy aod in reemt years resident 
commissioner of tlie Lincoln Memor- 
ial Commission, died early today at 
hOBM hare. He wss strirtoa ibortly 
after arising with a recurrence of 
heart attacks, from which he was a 
chronic sufiferer. 

Senator Blackburn S was almost 8o 
years old and served thruout the Civil 
War with the Confederate army. Re- 
suming law practice in Kentucky af- 
ter the war, he was elected to the 
Kentooicy Legislature aod later to 
Congress, serving in the House from 
187o to 1885 He represented Ken- 
tucky in tlie Senate from 1335 tolWli 
and again from 1901 to 1907. 

As a member of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission he tiad Oharga of the civ- 
il administration of tlie Canal Zone 
more than two and a half years from 
1907 At the Democratic national 
conventioas of 1806, 1900 and 1904 he 
wss a delegate from Kooto^.

California Women on Farms 
Successfully Execute Work 
Formerly Left to Tlioir Men 

Four hundred and sixty-five "farm- 
erettes" were sent out from the south- 
em California branch of the woman's 
land service at Los Angdes from May 
1 to July 17, last, to aid California 
ranchers in their efforts to increase the 
I country's food supply. Nearly all of 
I these have remained in the service, 
and as proof that these young wom«> 
are capably filling the places of men 
called Into the army or other activities 
connected with the war, it was pointed 
out at the headquarters of the service 
that many of tiielr requests for help 
came from ranches near those to which 
units had previously been sent. 

Volunteers in the woman's land army 
sent out from Los Angeles include 
teachers, stenographers, saleswomen, 
waitresses and school girls. Most of 
them have been employed in gathering 
and preparing for market deciduous 
fruits. Activities of others have in- 
cluded driving tractors, dairying, plant- 
ing tomatoes, harvestlag vailoaa craps 
and making hay. 

The dairy industry has taken large 
dairies near Los Angeles, women hav- 
ing largely replaced men as milkers. 
Of the first units sent to the dairies 
only a few of the young women had 
milked before, and most of them were 
unaware that there Is a "wrong" as 
well as a "right" side to a cow until 
they liad,been Uckad ovor bjc out- 
raged aiiliiMlaL

By this 
rule any farmer can test the work of 
the threshing machine he has hired. 
The test is made by directing the straw 
Mower against a Manket, dieet or can- 
vas during the time the weighing de- 
vice trips five times, recording two and 
one-half bushels. If aore than one 
pint of wheat is winnowed from the 
straw on the canvas, bad worto is Indi- 
cated.

Dogs and Cats Are Wanted 
In Experimental Woric by 
The U. S. Ospt of Mines 

The United States government wants 
dogs and cats. The feline and canine 
creatures have come into their own, 
obserres a Baltimore correegMndeiit 
They are being t^ken la large nam* 
bers all over the country. Just what 
use is being made of them is not 
known, though some of the cats are 
being used ior experiaieBtal work in 
the gofenment la b er a ter l e a . 

The municipal dog shelter in Balti- 
more is furnishing, on an average, 75 
dogs a week, and an effort is betag 
made to secure as many cats. 

An doga at the dog didter on Oa^ 
vington street were requisitioned by 
the bureau of mines at Washington 
six weeks ago when 112 dogs were ta- 
ken. Since then all that have l>een 
coDactad la fhe dty Iwva been tamed 
over to the government agents. 

The bureau of mines In asking for 
them asserted that tbey would pay 
all eipeases of shilling; whidi great- 
ly lessens flie harden here as the dogs 
do not have to be killed as heretofore. 

Licensed dogs which are picked up 
are held for 15 daya before being sent 
away, hot straya are ahin^ as soon 
as reeelTed.

Lusitania May Be Raised 

By a New Salvage Machine 
That Also May Save Others 

It is not unlikely that one of the flrat 
great undertakings after the war wffl 

be the raising of the Lusitania, notes 
New York World. The vessel car- 
ried a huge treasure to the bottom of 
the sea. Its value is estimated at 114,- 
000,000^ of wUdt 12,000,000 Is in gold 
and silver, brass and copper; a like 
amount in jewelry and other per- 
sonal valuables; $5,000,000 In negoti- 
able and unregistered securities in the 
ship's vault, and a cargo vahMd at IB,- 
000,000. Much of the latter la be- 
lieved to be uninjured. 

'The great ship lies on the shifting 
sands at the botton of St. George's 
channel, in 270 feet of water. Divers 
and pontoons cannot operate at this 
depth, so an entirely new type of sal- 
vage tU9 haa been designed by a ma- 
rine engineer. Cart J. Lindliuist. At 
the surface It will be only about thirty 
feet In length and half that in width, 
but sweeping downward is a hull 
which may be extended to a leagth 
of 300 feet, and which is mounted dn 
big wheels, resting upon the bed Ot 
the sea. 

Near the bottom is a large search- 
light, capable ef Mhnlnartng tte wa- 
ter for a distance of thirty feet or 
more, and by means of this the helms- 
man, far below the surface, will direct 
the operation of a hollow, flexible steel 
rod. When the aanken ship la located, 
a powerful stream of water will be 
forced through the rod, to clear away 
the sand which haa dlMtsd mm^A 
the lost craft 

Four uBurs is ua pstpeadliiulsr pon- 
toons of hollow steel will then be 
aunk, two on each side of the ship, 
and to them will be attached huge 
<H^t^l^ ^ petting under the ewk^^n hull. 
When an is In re a d te e ss the v eas el 
may be lifted to the surface. There 
the gaping wound in her side can be 
repaired and the ship floated Into port. 
This is but an outline of a most In- 
genious plan, one single feature being 
the hinged bases of the pontoons, 
which permit them to sway back and 
forth in stmmy weattar wldieat r»> 
leasing their hnrdoia. 

Nor wiU their usefulness end with 
the raising of the Lusitania. The ocean 
t>ed off ^e west coast of Europe is 
dotted vrtth rich priaeaL Hear Havre^ la 
150 feet of water, rests the Parthenon, 
with a $7,000,000 cargo ; the Healdton, 
an American ship, carried $3,000,000 
worth of goods to the bottom off the 
Batch coast. whOa hat toa 
the Lusitania Ihl 
fatal plunge.
